has zig-zagged. It has no t alway s been frank 
I here 
was co nsistency behind the scenes, but no t in the 
o pen, in co nsidering Fo rmo sa strategically impo rt­ 
ant. There was inco nsistency o n defending it. 
American military weakness befo re the Ko rean 
War, the result o f eco no mizing, was at the ro o t 
o f President Truman’s decisio n in early 195 0 no t to 
defend the island against the Chinese Reds He re­ 
v ersed himself six mo nths later when the Ko rean 
War began. 
Mo st o f the sto ry unfo lded in the 195 1 Senate hear­ 
ings o n the firing o f Gen. Do uglas MacArthur, par­ 
ticularly in testimo ny by Dean Acheso n, then secre­ 
tary o f state; Gen. Omar N. Bradley , then chair­ 
man o f the J o int Chiefs o f Staff; and the late Adm. 
Fo rrest P Sherman, then a member o f the J CS. 
The J apanese, who to o k Fo rmo sa fro m China in 
18 95 , had to giv e it up after Wo rld War II. Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Natio nalists ruled China then. 
On J une 3, 1945 , befo re the J apanese War ended, 
the State Department had issued a bulletin. It said 
no po int in the Far East, ex cept Singapo re, was so 
strategically impo rtant as Fo rmo sa. 
Bradley said in 195 1 the J CS had “ alway s” felt it 
was “ impo rtant” no enemy sho uld grab Fo rmo sa. 
Lo sing Fo rmo sa to a fo e, Bradley said, wo uld no t 
fo rce American defenses back to the United States 
West Co ast but wo uld “ jeo pardize” American co m ­ 
municatio ns between the Philippines and Okinawa, 
Sherman said that altho ugh the J CS didn t want 
Fo rmo sa in unfriendly hands, the military leaders 
didn’t think this co untry sho uld send armed fo rces 
to ho ld Fo rmo sa because o f the “ state o f the mili­ 
tary establishment.” 
That establishment had been dismantled 
after 
Wo rld War IL Only a shell was left. In December 
1949, just after the Reds had smashed Chiang, the 
Truman administratio n was getting ready to tell 
Co ngress it wanted to cut military spending to 13'^ 
billio n do llars and reduce the armed fo rces still 
further fro m 1,6 22,9 17 to 1,432,28 9 men. 
That mo nth ttfe Reds, hav ing driv en Chiang to 
Fo rmo sa, seemed to be making preparatio ns to cap­

Perch ed on th e domed top of a 
snowclad m ou ntain is a gigantic 


bu bble, kept in'g lob u lar sh ape by 
air pressu re. With in th e fiber glass 
bu bble, a h u ge rada r antenna ro­ 
tates constantly , day and nigh t, 
peering into th e distance and aloft. 
Th e bu bble protects th e antenna 
j from snow and ice, with ou t inter- 
' fering with th e radar impu lses. 
From th e bu bble, a v isitor de­ 
scends th rou gh an airlock (m u ch 
like a ch am ber in a su bm arine and 


I u sed to m aintain constant air pres­ 
s u r e with in th e bu bble) to th e ra ­ 
dar room below. 
Th ere h alf a dozen men are on 
du ty in th e darkened room. On th e 
black face of a ’scope a brigh t 
blu e pencil line of ligh t rotates, its 
cy cle corresponding to th e rotation 
of th e antenna abov e. 
Th e ’scope giv es clu es to aircraft 
seen, th eir nu m ber and th eir speed. 
From th e room goes forth , in 
a steady flow, inform ation radioed 
back to a control center in Alas­ 
ka, to be interpreted and fitted into 
a general pattern.
